DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), 
which papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on January 11, 
2006 is noted. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 
1.97 and 1.98. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 23, is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 23, 
applicant discloses, a handle in line 1 and an actuation lever in line 2. However, it 
is believed that the actuation lever is in fact the handle. Therefore, it is the 
examiner's opinion that "the handle" found in line 1 be deleted. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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5. Claims 23-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Warbeg (DE 20219538). Warbeg clearly discloses a corkscrew 
comprising, a body having a socket for receiving the neck of a bottle, a rotatable 
worm spiral mounted to a carriage on a bearing within the body for removal of a 
cork contained within the bottle, a guide member having a guide hole and first 
and second latch means. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cheung (7069825) and Cheung (7069813) disclose a 
corkscrew having first and second latch means, a carriage and a guide member 
for removing a cork from within the neck of the bottle.
